The Star reported that the tests 
on wells in the Concord subdivi­ 
sion of Potomac. Md., were con­ 
ducted on May 2 and it was not 
until 
June 
26 
that 
the 
home­ 
owner whose well was most dan­ 
gerously contaminated learned of 
the results 
It was still later, the Star said, 
before the full findings of the tests 
became known to all the families 
who had been unaware of what 
type w ater they had been drinking. 
The newspaper said R. .1. Koch, 
director of the county sanitation 
department, made this comment 
after being shown a draft of the 
story; 
“ I get a picture from the story) 
of utter negligence, that we just 
don’t give a damn about these 
people 
That simply is not tine 
I don’t think there is anything 
particularly untrue about these de­ 
lays un warning families with un­ 
safe wells'. Someone just didnt 
get on it and call them right 
away." 
The Star said the tests disclosed 
that of 26 wells examined, six 
were fouled with human or ani­ 
mal wastes and that all but one 
contained detergent — a sign of 
seepage from a sewer system.

o n the bo ard’s credit po licies with the “ easy 
mo ney ” chaps o f Co ng ress. And as has happened 
so many times befo re, neither side was able ‘to 
co nv ince the o ther. 
By no w the public has been made well 
aware, thro ug h perio dic repetitio n by Mr. Martin, 
that the bo ard is no t particularly co ncerned 
with interest rate lev els but with an adequate 
flo w o f funds. Testify ing befo re the Jo int Eco ­ 
no mic Co mmittee, the chairman said that so me 
peo ple hav e a my stical faith in hig h o r lo w 
interest rates. The Reserv e Bo ard, he insisted, 
sho uld be in the middle g ro und. 
No netheless, Chairman Patman o f the co m­ 
mittee and two o f its members. Senato r Pro x - 
mire and Representativ e Reuss, bo th o f Wisco n­ 
sin, feel that the Reserv e Bo ard is pursuing a 
tig ht credit po licy which is hampering the 
eco no my . Mr. Martin po inted o ut that the bank­ 
ing sy stem is supply ing ^ sin ess with all the 
funds it needs. 
He mig ht hav e reminded them also that lo w 
Interest rates had practically no effect o n the 
eco no my in the depressed 1 9 3 0 s. 
Increasing rates to lev els which wo uld dis­ 
co urag e business bo rro wing wo uld, o f co urse, 
impede the eco no my . But to cut interest rates 
sharply , as desired by Patman, Pro x mire, Reuss 
& Co ., wo uld be unrealistic under present mo ney 
market co nditio ns and unwise in v iew o f the 
deficit in the United States balance in inter­ 
natio nal pay ments. 
Lo w rates wo uld o nly g rease the do llar's 
flig ht fro m ho me.

A m ericans who regard the family as an insliiuliuii 
worthy of preserv ation. 
It is not so today that Rockefeller can easily b e 
defeated. The D em ocrats hav e failed to recognize that 
the parochial and sub -parochial characters whom they 
dig up, sub ject to trial and error test, cannot he elected 
if they ran against John Doe b ecau.se neither their 
v irtues nor v ices are known to the populace 
The m ost recent nam e to b e b andied at>out is that 
of the U.S. Attorney Rob ert M orgenthau. a nov ice. His 
father was Secretary of the T reasury under Franklin 
D. Roosev elt. 
His father’s chief assistant was H arry 
Dexter White. 
His grandfather, our A mb assador to 
Turkey, was a m an of quality worthy of any office. 
It IS b ecause of this ancestry that Henry .Morgenthau’s 
nam e is mentioned. Concerning him self, v ery' little is 
known, except that he wa.s giv en a political appoint­ 
ment.

Renewed Squabble 
Over Interest 


In what must now be a monotonous exercise 
for all concerned. Chairman Martin of the Fed­ 
eral Reserve Board has concluded another debate 
on the board's credit policies with the “easy 
money” chaps of Congress. And as has happened 
so many times before, neither side was able to 
convince the other. 
By now the public has been made well 
aware, through periodic repetition by Mr. Martin, 
that the board is not particularly concerned 
with interest rate levels but with an adequate 
flow of funds. Testifying before the Joint Eco­ 
nomic Committee, the chairman said that some 
people have a mystical faith in high or low 
interest rates. The Reserve Board, he insisted, 
should be in the middle ground. 
Nonetheless, Chairman Patman of the com­ 
mittee and two of its members. Senator Prox* 
mire and Representative Reuss, both of Wiscon­ 
sin, feel that the Reserve Board is pursuing a 
tight credit policy which 
is hampering the 
economy. Mr. Martin pointed out that the bank­ 
ing system is supplying business with all the 
funds it needs. 
He might have reminded them also that low 
Interest rates had practically no effect on the 
economy in the depressed 1930s. 
Increasing rates to levels which would dis­ 
courage business borrowing would, of course, 
impede the economy. But to cut interest rates 
sharply, as desired by Patman. Proxmire, Reuss 
& Co., would be unrealistic under present money 
market conditions and unwise in view of the 
deficit in the United States balance in inter­ 
national payments. 
Low rates would only grease the dollar’s 
flight from home.

These Days

It was said. by savvy politicians, th at no m atter 
what happened elsew here, the D em ocrats had to win in 
California and New York State if President Kennedy 
was to be re-elected in 1964. It w as therefore presum ed 
that the D em ocrats would do everything possible and 
sensible 
to hold 
those 
stales. 
In California, 
they 
renom inated Governor Brown and by all accounts, he 
will be re-elected. 
In that state there seem ed to be 
leadership. 
In New York State, they a re scraping the bottom 
of a herring barrel for a candidate. It looks as though 
they are now between Joe Doakes and E lm er Zilch. In 
fact, it looks as though the D em ocratic politicians are 
using the telephone book to find a candidate to oppose 
Nelson Rockefeller and Jacob Javits. 
Every day, they come up with a new unknown. 
with somebody that has a nam e that is known to some 
people but not to too m any. 


It has heen suggested by some that James 
Farley would make a fitting candidate. He has an 
excellent reputation. 
He has been in New York 
State politics for half a century. He has not stolen 
any money from anybody. He does not lie. But I 
should imagine that by now, a man of his calibre 
and significance must regard himself as insulted 
by his own party which seem s to be going into the 
by-ways and ditches to find a candidate and to 
pass him by.

It is an am azing perform ance and m ust give G over­ 
nor Nelson Rockefeller cause for am usem ent and laugh­ 
ter. Rockefeller was a defeated man last Winter. 
U s 
divorce 
was 
a 
nasty 
business 
and 
offensive 
to 
A m ericans who regard the fam ily as an institution 
worthy of preservation. 
It is not so today that Rockefeller can easily he 
defeated. The D em ocrats have failed to recognize that 
the parochial and sub-parochial characters whom they 
dig up. subject to trial and erro r test, cannot be elected 
if they ran against John Doe because neither their 
virtues nor vices are known to the populace. 
The m ost recent nam e to be bandied about is that 
of the U.S. Attorney Robert M orgenthau, a novice. His 
father was Secretary of the T reasury under Franklin 
D. Roosevelt. 
His father’s chief assistant was H arry 
Dexter White. 
His grandfather, our A m bassador to 
Turkey, was a m an of quality worthy of any office. 
It is because of this ancestry that Henry M orgenthau s 
nam e is mentioned. Concerning himself, very little is 
known, except that he was given a political appoint­ 
ment. He might be a good m an or not—it is difficult 
to know. 
But he is no m atch for Nelson Rockefeller 
who can snow him under. 
This is a startling situation because it is assum ed 
that the Kennedys are very astute politicians who know­ 
how to handle people and get out the vote. 
In the 
New York gubernatorial situation, they have given no 
evidence of skill or even understanding of their own 
potentialities. 
They are risking defeat in New York 
State in 1964. for no good reason w hatsoever, except 
that nobody seem s to know w hat to do. 


It might be said, naively, that New York Is a 
sovereign 
state 
and 
the 
Democrats 
there 
can 
nominate whomever they choose and that the Ken- 
nedys, being from Massachusetts, will not Inter­ 
fere. There is no realism in that. Nobody can be 
nominated by the Democrats in New York without 
the consent and good-will of President Kennedy and

apparently the President has no candidate of his 
own and men organize to be announced to him 
through the press or by other means. 


Each aspirant assum es that as there is no one else 
who can be elected, perhaps he will be chosen as the 
least of nonentities. Sooner or later, someone m ust be 
chosen. Zilch. Doakes, Jones, Smith or the leader of 
the Vegetarians. 
One of two candidates can defeat Nelson Rocke­ 
feller and elim inate him from the 1964 Presidential 
race 
One is Robert F. W agner, the M ayor; the other 
is James Farley, the form er P ostm aster General. P er­ 
haps neither w ants the job, but if nom inated, either 
holds the good-will of tile people of the state. 
An 
attem pt has been m ade to convince Jim Farley to run 
for United States Senator. 
Usually he says that that 
does not attract his interest. 
It is astonishing that in an enorm ous state like 
New York there is so much political confusion.

Also, som e Democratic m em ­ 
bers of the Senate Antitrust Com­ 
m ittee now are dem anding that 
the steel com panies disclose data 
on 
their 
internal 
operations. 
which m eans that all com petitors 
would see this information 
Ap­ 
parently the drive is on to in­ 
crease governm ent control over 
the m aking of prices. This is a 
short step away from wage-set­ 
ting. 
Proposed m ergers, moreover, of 
railroads 
and 
consolidations 
of 
airlines are before governm ental 
bodies today for approval or dis­ 
approval. 
The prospect is that 
m any w orkers will lose their jobs 
because of such m ergers, though 
the com panies predict that 
the 
gain in efficiency will result in im­ 
proved service and eventually in 
m ore jobs. 
The labor-union leaders would 
be the last to adm it it. but they 
m ust assum e some responsibility 
for the plight of those tran sp o rta­

labor costs and work rules can

Economic principles, therefore, 
are

and m ore today with the pres­ 
sures of groups which uncom pro­ 
misingly dem and the m axim um 
and do not think of the future of 
the whole economic system 
Then there is the factor of gov­ 
ernm ent competition with indus­ 
try, as m anifested by the gov­ 
ernm ent invasion of the power in­ 
dustry through the construction 
of dam s and the subsidizing of 
publicly owned power plants, in­ 
stead of leasing these facilities to 
private com panies that could com ­ 
petitively bid on them.

Lloyd Cutler and M ar­ 
shall Hornhlower. to attend a se­ 
cret Seante conference on drug 
legislation. 
Others who attended the con­ 
ference had the impression that 
the two attorneys were negotiat­

Dirksen. 
Inadvertently, 
the attorneys left behind their 
copy of the industry’s proposals. 
This fell into the hands of an ad ­

aide,

osky, who noticed that the word­ 
ing was precisely the sam e as 
D ilk o n later offered as his own 
am endm ents. 
But the suave and savvy D irk­ 
sen no longer is pressing his two- 
year fight against drug reform s.

W ithin 4« hours after Him ter reported this new capture 


of his to Washington, he made trouble for himself with 
President Lincoln. 
Hunter is.sued an order liberating all 


Negro slaves who had fallem into the hands of the A rm y in 
the Fort Pulaski area. On M ay 9. he extended the order to 
all Negro slaves within his comm.and, the Departm.ent of 
the South 
This order aroused a political furor In Waihington. Presi­ 
dent Lincoln had not as yet been pressed mto issuing 
an emancipation proclamation; he was not to reach 
that point until Sept. 22, 1862. On M ay 19, he can­ 
celled Hunter s emancipation order wug^ the explana­ 
tion the general had exceeded his authority. 
Most interesting aspect of Hunter s order was that 


he knew what had happened to his predecessor in the 
Western Department, John C. Fremont. In proclaim­ 
ing martial law in Missouri in August 1861. Fremont 
declared the liberation of all slaves owmed by persons 
who rejristed 
the Union government. 
Lincoln had 


countermanded this emancipation. 
Hunter might have assumed he knew the Lincoln 


mind 
An Illinois native, he had made Lincoln s ac­ 
quaintanceship before the latter’» election and waa 
one of the men invnted by Lincoln to accompany him 
to the inauguration. 
H untfr took another decisive step without prior 


knowledge of Lincoln; he authorized the enlistment of 
the first regiment of Southern Negrv>e8 for the Union 
Arm v. This time Congress upheld his course.

He served In dragoons 
against Western Indians and in the 
Mexican W ar, and was a cavalry 
colonel in May 1861. 


“ W e fought until the outer wall of two case­ 
ments was entirely down. . . . Fort Pulaski 


la the. first work that has ever been exposed to the fire of 
the newly invented rifled cannon,’’ Charles L. Olmstead, 
colonel. 1st Georgia Volunteer Regiment, wrote to his wife 
after the fort's fall in April 1S62. He referred to the rifled 
cannon Adm, John H. Dahlgren had invented for the Navy. 
The guns were on Tybee Island and capture of the Rebel 
fortification of the sea approach to Savannah was purely 
an Arm y operation, a victory for Maj. Gen. David Hunter. 
W ithin 48 hours after Hunter reported this new capture 


of his to Washington, he made trouble for himself with 
President Lincoln. 
Hunter issued an order liberating all 


Negro slaves who had fallen into the hands of the Arm y In 
the Fort Pulaski area. On May 9. he extended the order to 
ail Negro slaves within his command, the Department of 
the South 
This order aroused a political furor in Washington. Presi­ 
dent Lincoln had not as yet been pressed into issuing 
an emancipation proclamation: he was not to reach 
that point until Sept. 22. 1862. On M ay 19, he can­ 
celled Hunter s emancipation order wit^i the explana­ 
tion the general had exceeded his authority. 
Most interesting aspect of Hunter's order was that 


he knew-' what had happened to his predecessor in the 
Western Department, John C. Fremont. In proclaim­ 
ing martial law in Missouri in August 1861. Fremont 
declared the liberation of all slaves owned by persons 
who resisted 
the Union government. 
Lincoln had 


countermanded this emancipation. 
Hunter might have assumed he knew the Lincoln 


mind 
An Illinois native, he had made Lincoln s ac­ 
quaintanceship before the latter's election and was 
one of the men invited by Lincoln to accompany him 
to the inauguration. 
Hunter took another decisive step without prior 


knowledge of Lincoln: he authorized the enlistment of 
the first regiment of Southern Negroes for the Union 
Arm y. This time Congress upheld his course.
